Stating that the 
landing point, had been considered, 
that men of all arms had been 
specially trained, and stood ready, 
and that equipment was assembled, 
he added that care would be taken 
to ensure an adequate force at hand 
when the invasion began.

Agreements Reached 
at Washington 


Mr. Churchill first referred to the 
earlier conferences at Washington 
and to the. meeting at Casablanca in 
January with President Roosevelt 
and the combined British and United 
States Staffs. “Plans and _ pro- 


gress of events became more rapid 
and the armies marched faster than 
had been foreseen. It became neces- 
sary to explore new fields. To have 
the initiative is an immense advan- 
tage. At the same time it is a heavy 
and exacting responsibility. Left to 
itself opportunity may easily lead to 
emergency. Therefore, having con- 
sulted the President, I thought it 
necessary at the beginning of May 
to go with our Chiefs of Staffs and 
a very large body of officers and 
secretaries—nearly 100—for the third 
time to Washington in order that 
the success then imminent in Tunisia 
should be examined and compre- 
hended from a common viewpoint 
and then turned to the best possible 
account, 

“At Washington the entire expanse 
of the world war on which the 
mellow light of victory now begins 
to play was laid open to the British 
and American leaders. We have shown 
that we can work together. We have 
shown that we can face disaster. We 
have still to show that we can keep 
ourselves at the height and level of 
successful events and to be worthy 
of good fortune. Perhaps that may 
be the hardest task of all. 

There have been“ no sort of 
differences such as occurred in the 
last war—inevitable on account of 
ithe...forces., ai.“work—between the 
oliticians and the militar¥ men. All 
can say is Anglo-American policy, 
strategy and economy were brought 
into the full focus and punch in 
those 15 days talks at Washington. 


IN NORTH AFRICA 


After.we had completed our task 
at Washington I thought it well to 
go to North Africa, and I was very 
glad that the President decided to 
send along with me General 


-/Marshall, Chief of the United States 


and Air Force, a man of 
singular eminence of mind and 
character. There for another week 
we had the advantage of full dis- 
cussions with General Eisenhower, 
the Supreme Commander’ with 
General Alexander, Admiral Cunning- 
ham, Air Chief-Marshal Tedder, 
Air-Marshal Conyngham, General 
Montgomery, General Spaatz, General] 
Bedell and other high British and 
United States officers directly con- 
cerned with the execution of plans— 
of plans which I can best describe 
as directed to the application upon 
the enemy of force in its most intense 
jand violent forms. 

I can assure the House that the 
most complete concord and confi- 
dence prevails at General Eisen- 
hower’s headquarters, and the forces 
of the two great nations of the 
English-speaking world are working 
together literally as it they were one 
single army. 


* GOOD HOPES ” 


Very vast armies have come into 
being in this African war. Cheered by 
remarkable victory after many 
bafflings and disappointments, the 
British and American armies, and 
now the new French army, have 
become a most powerful and finely 
tempered weapon. 

“It is evident that amphibious 
operations of a peculiar complexity 
and hazard on a large scale are 
approaching. I can give no guarantee 
anv more than I have done in the 
past of what will happen. I am sorry 
thet a few days ago in the press of 
travel and affairs í let slip the ex- 
pression, ‘‘ Brilliant prospects lie 
before us.” I would prefer to sub- 
stitute the words ‘Brighter and 
solid prospects lie before us.” That, 
I think, would be more appropriate 
and becoming in such anxious days. 


TUNISIA LOSSES

Roosevelt: A 
Warning On 
Gas 


RESIDENT ROOSEVELT 
P said yesterday that there 

was evidence that the Axis 
Powers were making significant 
preparations for the use of gas. 

The President stated that acts 
of this nature against any United 
Nation would be regarded as 
having been committed against: 
the U.S. There would be im- 
mediate retaliation if gas were 
used. ‘‘ We shall under no circum- | 
stances resort to the use of such 
weapons unless the first use of it 
is by our enemies.”’ 

Any use of gas by any Axis 
Power would immediately be 
followed by the fullest possible 
retaliation on munition centres, 
sea ports and other military 
Objectives throughout the whole 
extent of the territory of such 
Axis country, said the President. 
—(Reuter.) 


Mr. Dillon 
A Fancied 
Candidate 


Mi County Monaghan now con- 

cede Mr. Dillon a very 
good chance of winning one of the 
three seats for that county, writes 
an Jrish Times staff reporter. In 
a field of seven candidates he is 
making very strong running. He 
is having good meetings, is being 
given a good hearing, and receives 
as much applause as these fairly 
impassive Monaghan audiences give 
to anyone. 

To decide,. however, what his 
favourable reception means with 
regard to his constituency’s views 
about neutrality, one must consider 
Mr. Dillon’s very special position in 
politics and his election technique. 
He is probably unequalled among 
the platform speakers in Ireland to- 
day. The cadences of his phrases 
and the richness of his vocabulary 
fall gratefully on the ears of country 
audiences, who subconsciously con- 
trast his style with the inexpressive, 
badly constructed and often un- 
grammatical speeches which are 
characteristic of most public speeches 
to-day. 


OPPONENTS’ TRIBUTE 


Neither Mr. Dillon nor his 
opponents are making his views 
about neutrality the main issue in 
the election. Dr. Ward, the chief 
of the two Fianna Fail candidates, 
had mentioned it occasionally, but, 
all things considered, has not unduly 
emphasised it, in his speeches. The 
Fine Gael candidate, Mr. P. Loner- 
an, and the Farmers’ candidate, 
fr. P. J. McArdle, pass over Mr. 
Dillon’s view on the war without 
comment. Both of these men have 
in the past stood on Mr. Dillon’s 
platform, and in their speeches they 
admit his work for the constituency, 
and they do him the tribute of 
quoting’ him ‘approvingly on agri- 
cultural policy. 

Mr. Dillon’s own speeches fall 
into three parts. He usually opens 
with an appeal to work for the end- 
ing of partition by cultivating the 
goodwill of our Protestant fellow- 
countrymen in the North. In the 
second part he advocates an 
economic policy based on the recog- 
nition of agriculture as our basic 
industry and the British market, as 
our only export market. In his third 
and concluding part he gives his 
views upon the war. He states un- 
equivocally that he wants the United 
Nations to win the war. He bases 
this chiefly on an appeal to oppose 
Nazism as an enemy of the Catholic 
Church and on an appeal—unexcep- 
tionable to Nationalist sentiment— 
to befriend America, which has so 
often befriended Ireland. 


EMBERS of all parties in 


THE PROSPECTS 


He does not, however, make quite 
clear how he proposes that we should 
help the United Nations. He does 
not state in his speeches if he wants 
us to declare war on the Axis 
Powers, if he wants us to lease the 
ports to the United States, to give 
them air bases, allow them to estab- 
lish war industries, or in what way 
he wants us to help them. Except 
for a sattement that he does. not 
want Irish forces sent abroad, he has 
allowed the matter of ways and 
means to remain vague. 

His references to the war have 
met with tew expressions of dis- 
approval or of approval at those par- 
ticular passages. One cannot infer 
that they have the full support of 
those who attend his meetings, but 
it is clear that he can give expres- 
sion to such views without giving 
mortal political offence to anyone, 
except, possibly, to those who were 
his political enemies already. 

At the last election the poll of 
51,835 votes on a register of 35,949 
was one of the highest in Ireland.

“Our Policy 
Justified” 


“In the last ten years,” said Mr. 
de Valera, ‘‘ we have fought for our 
policy through the difficulties not 
only of two wars—one lasting for 
six years and the other already 
nearly four years in duration—but 
also the difficulties of opposition at 
home at every step. Now they have 
turned to capitalise jnconveniences 
and to try to deceive the people by 
telling them, on the one hand, that 
they are going to offer better social 
services, and, on the other hand 
that they are going to reduce taxa- 
tion. 

“They are not now talking about 
the absurdity of growing beet or 
wheat or of industrial development, 
because you can thank your stars 
that the Fianna Fail policy was in 
operation for the last ten years to 
provide bread, sugar, and boots and 
shoes, which otherwise you would 
not have at present. Our progress 
has been such as to -justify a vote 
of confidence in us to enable us to 
continue the work that we are doing. 
We are not going to wait till the 
war is over to do that work. A good 
deal of it can be done while the 
war is going on, provided that God’s 
providence continues to shelter us.”’ 

“You have seen us in action, 
and if you don’t like the work we 
are doing, vote against it. There 
would be a nice outcry now if we 
had only the three weeks’ supply of 
wheat that we had in 1931. There 
would be many people hungry.” 


CONTROL WANTED 


Commenting on Mr. Cosgrave’s 
— in Cork, An Taoiseach said 
that the leader of the Fine Gael 
Party thought it rather foolish of 
him to liken a Coalition Government 
to harnessed goats. -“ I think that 
every countryman in Ireland will be 
laughing when they see the sugges- 
tion that if you put a broom handle 
between two goats they will go in 
the same direction.

If you let the horses 
under a dray alone, imagine what 
would happen, especially when they 
are fresh horses. What is important 
in the case of the horses is that 
there is something in control of 
them and directing them—one man, 
who gets the team to wofk in unity. 
When he saw that my example of 
the goats did not find favour he 
thought of a  coach-and-four—a 
coach-and-four with Mr. Norton try- 
ing to drive wildly the horses in 
front, and Mr. Cosgrave trying to 
hold back the pair in their rear.

Commenting on Labour promises, 
Mr. de Valera observed that, after 
a couple of shillings on income tax 
and a few pence on beer, tobacco 
snd sugar, taxation revenue woul 
be exhausted, and he’ wondered 
where the extra £50,000,000 which 
the schemes would cost were 
going to come from. He _ em- 
phasised the permanent value of 
the retained land annuities, and 
suggested that in keeping the home 
market for the Irish farmer they 
were doing what was commonsense 
work. “We cannot guarantee good 
harvests of wheat or beet or a good 
yield from particular crops, but 
we can guarantee prices, and nobody 
will deny that it is good policy for 
agriculture to keep the home market 
and not have our farmers depending 
on foreign markets.” - 

Touching on the language and par- 
tition, Mr. de Valera said that a 
country might lose its political free- 
dom and win it back again, but 
there was no instance of a language 
being lost and regained. The restora- 
tion of Irish was not foolish idealism, 
because if it went the nationality of 
the country would be in danger.

DEATH OF MR. LOUIE 
BOOKMAN 


The death occurred yesterday morning 
of Mr. Louie Bookman, 2 Scion Hill 
avenue, Casimir road. Harold’s Cross, 
Dublin. 

Louie Bookman, as he was known in 
Irish cricket’ and Association football 
circles (his name was Louis Buchhalter) 
had a remarkably brilliant career in both 
games, in each of which he gained inter- 
national honours. A member of Railway 
Union C.C. when if. was a senior club, he 
regularly played for the 1st XI. up to 
1926. when he joined Leinster. An open- 
ing batsman with a free and attractive 
style, he scored many centuries for both 
clubs. being particularly noted for the 
perfect timing and execution of his 
strokes on the offside. He also was a 
very useful bowler and a brilliant fielder. 
As a member of Leinster C.C. in the 
decade ending 1930. he played nearly 
every season in representative matehes 
for Gentlemen of Ireland against ®cot- 
land, Wales, M.C.C. and touring teams. 
and was one of the Irish XI. who gained 
a memorable victory over the West Indies’ 
XI. in College Park in 1928, scoring 31 
in the second innings. 

He hegan his football career with the 
Adelaide Club. Leaving Dublin. he 
went to Belfast Celtic, and in 1911 
joined Bradford City, for which club he 
played until the Isast war. Later he 
layed for Glentoran. Luton and Shel- 
urne.

Mother s Evidence in 


Wife Murder Charge 


From 3.30 to 4 pm. yesterday 
evidence in the Waterford murder trial 
was interrupted when the jury retired, 
pending legal argument centring around 
the admissibility of certain evidence. 
The Court adjourned until 10.45 this 
morning, Mr. Justice Overend stating 
that he would consider the issue over. 
night. 

William . O'Shea (24), labourer. of 
Ballyhane, is accused of the murder of 
his wife, Maureen, and pleads “ not 
guilty.” 

At the opening of the Court, Mr. 0. 
Moriarty. K.C.. said that on Mondav he 
had. told the inry that the accused man 
had said nothing when his stepfather. 
Michael Byrne, said to him on the night 
of the tragedy: ‘‘ You have spilled blood 
to-night, my boy.” When the stepfather 
uttered these words, counsel explained, 
the accused man jumped up from a chair 
and said. “Do you think I sho’ her?” 
The stepfather replicd. “ Are you going 
to strike me?” and O'Shea, retorted, “IT 
never did.” 

The words were most significant, due 
to the fact that no one knew, except the 
man in the dock and another person not 
before the Court, who fired. the fatal shot. 
counsel submitted. 

Mrs. Catherine Byrne.  Ballyhane. 
Cappoquin. mother of the prisoner, said 
that he used to make his living Ly trap- 
ning rabbits, and Thomas White ussisted 
him. For some weeks before March 15 
the prisoner and his wife and baby lived 
with her. On March 15 he came heme 
from his work with the County Council 
about six o’clock old time Tater in the 
evening he asked his wife to go out. 
The witness did not see Maureen elive 
again. Later the prisoner told er that 
Maureen was over at the Highways Gate. 
He said that someone had fired a shot 
at them. 

To Mr. J. A. D'Arcy (for the deferce), 
the witness said that the prisoner never 
had a ficht with his wife, and never had 
used violence, 

Michael Byrne, stepfather, gave 
evidence, of being called by che dead 
woman fo the fire at Hill House. The east 
gable was burning. In the kitchen grate 
and in the other rooms witness said 
there was not “a spark.”

must be regarded as significant, and, 
in a sense, characteristic of the 
German phychology which was 
shown after Jena, and also at the 
very end of the last war.

from our thoughts and aims. 

“The Russian armies, as I men- 
tioned to the Congress the other 
day, are in deadly grapple with 
what we estimate to be 190 German 
and 28 satellite divisions along their 
2,000 miles front. It is here that 
the greatest battles seem to impend. 
Then there is the war in the air. 
The steady wearing down of the 
German and Japanese air forces is 
proceeding remorselessly. The enemy, 
who thought that the air would be 
their weapon of victory, are now 
finding in it the first cause of their 
ruin. It is necessary for me to 
make it plain that, so far as 
the British Government and the 
Governments of the Dominions, and 
also the Governments of the United 
States and of the Russian Soviet 
Republic are concerned, nothing will 
turn us from our endeavour and 
intention to accomplish the complete 
destruction of our foes by bombing 
from the air, in addition to all other 
methods. 


ANTI-U-BOAT WAR 


‘‘Loud and lamentable outcries 
are being made by the enemy, now 
that this form of warfare, by which 
they thought to obtain mastery of 
the world, has turned markedly 
to their disadvantage. These outcries 
will only be regarded by us as a 
very satisfactory proof of the gréw- 
ing efficiency of our attack. Com- 
ared with this time last year, we 
British alone can now drop more 
than double the weight of bombs at 
1,500 miles range there and «back. 
In the summer of last year, as 
Minister of Defence, I set on foot a 
policy of increasing our bomber 
effort which, of course, entails 
certain sacrifices in other directions. 
All that is now coming into hand. 
“At the same time, we took the 
measures which have thrown the 


very long-range air power—V.L.R. 
as it is call ffectively into the 
anti-U-boat struggle. All this is now 
being brought to bear. The month 
of May has, from every point of 
view been the best month we have 


the United States was attacked by 
Japan, Germany and Italy. At that 
time we gained much greater com- 
bine} resources, but we expose 
much larger targets. We made at 
that time a budget of sinkings and 
buildings on which we knew we 
could survive indefinitely. The sink- 
ings have been greatly less than we 
apprehended, aod the buildings have 
more than made good the prodigious 
programmes undertaken by the 
American nation. 


NEW RECORDS 


This month of May has been one 
of the very best for the imports 
carried safely into this island since 
the end of 1941. Our combined new 
buildings has exceeded our losses by 
more than three to one, This first 
week in June could not possibly be 
taken as a criterion, but, as a matter 
of fact, it is the best ever for many 
months past. During the last 
few months the enemy has made 
very heavy attacks on our convoys. 
This has given us the opportunity to 
hit him hard in open battle. New 
weapons and new methods and the 
co-ordination of effort between sur- 
face and air escorts have enabled us 
to inflict casualties ‘which have 
surpassed all previous records. 


FRENCH AGREEMENT 


“ We all rejoiced when agreement 
was made and the French: National 
Committee of Liberation was set up 
and constituted as the single and 
sole authority for all Frenchmen 
seeking to free France from the 
German yoke. When we met these 
seven men, by and around whom the 
new French Cabinet has been formed, 
one could not but be struck by 
the many different aspects of French 
energy and capacity to resist which 
they represented, and also by their 
high personal qualities. ee 
‘So the gravest responsibility 
lies upon these men, and opportu. 
nities shine brightly before them. 
The formation of this Committee, 
with its collective responsibility, 
supersedes the situation created by 
thie correspondence between General 
de Gaulle and myself in 1940, Our 
dealings, financial and _ otherwise, 
wili henceforward be with the Com- 
mittee as a whole. There is a further 
and larger question, namely, the 
degree of recognition of this Coin- 
mittee as representatives of France. 
‘These questions require considera- 
tion from the. British and United 
States Governments, but if things 
go well I should i" that a solution 
satisfactory to all parties may 
shortly be reached. 


GROWING UNITY 


“Let me now sum up the two 
predominant impressions that 1 have 
sistained from this journey. ‘The 
first is the spirit, quality and 
organisation of the. British and 
Ailied armies in North Africa. The 
second is the intimacy and strength 
of the ties now uniting the Britis» 
and United States Governments and 
the British and American peoples. 
All sorts of divergencies, all sorts 
of differences of outlook, all sorts 
of awkward little jars. necessarily 
occur as we rojl ponderously forward 
tegether along the rough and broken 
road of war, but none of these 
makes the slightest difference to our 
ever-growing concert and unity, and 
there are norte of them that cannot 
ba settled face to face by heart to 
heart talks and patient argument.

‘* EDUCATING YOUTH 
FOR LEISURE '' 


‘‘“Witness — the “over-heated ' 

numbers of our music-halls, which 
send feet, and bodies purring with 
delight. Witness the crazy things 
men do, and the agony through 
whicr men, and even women, go in 
order to provide thrills for the 
crowd. Amusement and enjoyment 
have begun to have a new meaning, 
and human hearts are looking for 
happiness in fleeting, but profitless, 
pursuits.”’ This was stated by the 
Rev. D. Vaughan, C.C., D.D., 
Monkstown, Chairman of Comhairle 
le Leas Oige, in his paper, 
‘‘Educating Youth For Leisure,’’

that combined military, naval and 
air operations on a gigantic scale 
may be expected in the not far 
distant future. The British 
Premier was careful to correct an 
impression which had been made 
by his statement a few days ago 
that the Anglo-American Allies 
were facing “‘brilliant’’ prospects. 
This statement, he explained, had 
been made after a long and tiring 
journey; and he hastened to tell 
the House that he had no wish to 
be unduly sanguine in his prog- 
nostications. He modified his 
earlier statement; but he did 
insist that the British and Ameri- 
cans would not hesitate to use 
their growing strength in every 
possible way in order to defeat 
their enemies, reaffirming Mr. 
Anthony Eden’s recent assurance 
that there would be no cessation 
or lessening of the air war against 
Germany and Italy. 

American spokesmen are even 
more definite in their statements 
than the British Prime Minister. 
They declare bluntly that an 
Allied attack on the European 
Continent is imminent ; and every- 
thing points to early action. Both 
the Germans and the Italians seem 
to be convinced that an attempted 
invasion is impending. Their wire- 
less commentators have been 
announcing of late that the Axis 
Powers, are ready for all 
emergencies, and that if the 
British and Americans try tq 
establish bridgeheads on the 
Continent they will meet with a 
warm reception. Ever since the 
fall of France German engineers 
have been engaged on the task of 
fortifying the north coast between 
Cherbourg and Flushing. They 
also have been busy along the 
south coast of France since last 
November, and it was stated a 
few days ago that, in addition to 
the so-called ‘‘AtlJantic’’ and 
“ Mediterranean ” walls, a new 
“North” wall had been con- 
structed, presumably in anticipa- 
tion of an Allied invasion of 
Norway. Everybody seems to be 
agreed that. the British and 
Americans will strike, and that 
they will strike soon ; but nobody 
knows where the first blow wili 
fall. Reports from Paris yesterday 
announced that all French motor 
cars and lorries had been banned 
from the main arteries leading 
from Paris to Cherbourg and Caen 
—including,. incidentally, the 
Champs Elysées. Evidently, the 
Germans and Italians alike are 
leaving nothing to chance; and it

The doetors have to be a good 
team, and they were in this the 
best of Gate productions for some 
months past. St. John Barry, as
